One Western diplomat said the 
spirit behind the words In the note 
"reflMted ' the erowlng confidence 
of Premier Khrushthev In his In- 
tcmatlonnl atrength and prestige.' 

The current feeling In diplomatic 
quarters Is that tho West, with res- 
ervations, will accept, the Soviet 
plan for diplomatic talks nlhtr than 
risk another propaganda drubbing. 
-They said, the , acceptance prob' 
ably a'ould be on condition that ■ 
subsequent meeting of foreign mln' 
litera go deeply into the problems 
of preparing a summit conference. 

Reports In Washington aald the 
three Western powen plan to con- 
ault quickly with their NATO allies 
on a formal rejection of the Soviet 
terms by Thuraday. 

The Kremlin said the pole purpose 
of tha (tlplomstlc talks would be to 
agree on the time, place and .par- 
ticipants in a later meeting of lor- 
elgn mlnlstera. 

The foreign mlnlsten. In turn, 
vould act the time, place and de- 
cide upon the partldpanta of a sum- 
mit meeting. They also would take 
up questions to tie discussed. But 
the Soviet note said there should be 
a summit meeting regardless of 
what the foreign minlstera decided.

Woodworking, Seedsand 
Tin Cans Mai<e Hobbies 



Woodworking heada tlie hobby 
list ot Mra. Paul Miller who with 
tier husband Juat recently moved 
to an acreage In Twin Falls from a 
farm at Hollljler. Bhe makes all 
her own wall shelves, picture frames 
and other small Items In her own 
workshop equipped with power 
tools such u Jig and rip saws and 
molding too la. 
Bhe started the wood working as 
supplemenl to another pastime, 
..inking pictures from seeds. She 
felt (lie expense of frames for hq; 
pictures was prohlblllve aa they 
hnd to be custom-made. The pic- 
tures require a little deeper frame 
than commercial onea. By fabri- 
cating her ott-n she could design 
the typo ot molding and frame she 

Tlie seed pictures are begun by 
sketctilng a design on a piece ot 
plywood — or — almllar— hardboard, 
Ualng a good glue that dries clear, 
the seeds are applied over the 
sketched dealgn. 
For flower pictures, Mra. Miller 
ica teeda such ai sesame or what- 
'cr kind will gain the effect she 
deslrea for the stems and a variety 
if seeds such as watermelon, eantn- 
loupe, sun flower, cucumber, pop- 
corn and various other corns, 
aquosh and hollyhock are used tor 
How era. Everj' thing from alfalfa 
seeds, whole iplccs Including cloves 
and whole black pepper, weed aeeds 
and all kinds ot (lower seeds are 
used. Anything her Imagination 
dictates for ncccnt.- 



Deslgns are worked Into base or 
vase with the various seeds and the 
finished product somewhat re- 
sembles needlepoint when done on 
a natural background and detailed 
embroidery when done on a painted 
background. 

The plcturei are then sprayed 
with a clear varnUli or pla.itlc 
which doubly secures the seeds 
and mokes the pictures easier to 
keep clean If not behind glass. 

One of Mn. Miller's latest projects 
Is making wreaths for Christmas 
from tin cans. For outdoor omn- 
menlalion they can be used from 
year to year as they are exceedingly 
durable. By var^'lng the colors and 
design they could be uied as 
Memorial day wreaths. 

These are fasliloned on n rim of 
chicken wire sprayed wllh silver 
pntntr-to-keep-lt-froimusilnB. Tiic 
leavea are cut from the sides ot 
cans and the flower petals from 
the tops. Scissors an u.'ied to cut 
the metal and Mrs. Miller said 
she found the way the cuts are 
made Is the way the metal curls. 

One side ot the leaves will curl up 
and the other aide down ai the 
leaf Is turned and cllpped-down the 
opposite aide, Flowera nre mode 
from vorious sited llda placed on 
top ' ot each other, each smaller 
than the last. Vlhtn cut and curled 
up they re.<:emble cryaanthemumq. 
Polnsetlla pelali con be made from 
the aides. 
A fine wire Is used to anchor the 



flowen and leaves to tlis chl-le 
wire and plasUc or .glou btii 
strunit on the wire are used tr 
centers ond jiccenl. f-or lan;

Before 
that he worlced lor 13 yttn u Mini- 
doka county nurlcuUuriil kcchI with 
olllcca In Rupert and before that 
spent five' yeui u Bannocic county 
OEcnt In PocattUo Irom 1D30 to 1B3B.

Alter he was graduated from high 
school and before he began college 
Calgh worked for a year on a lorm 
ia the Imperial valley In California, 
and then again after his lint year 
In college he worked during the 
summer on the Itttm. 

Just before he went back to col- 
lege to bcRln his second year the 
TJnlted SUtes entered World war I 
and-ha.was-draltcdJ}alEh.eiplBtna 
that he had tried to get Into 
officers cnndtdnte program while 
■till In school, but the man In charge 
'told him since he was taUng agrl- 
cuRure he would be needed more In 
farming than In the army,

The agriculture marketing act 
and the old farm board wheat and 
wool markellBg corporation were 
getting started In the laie 20's nnd 
Dolgh relates he did a lot of work 
getting the projects started in Was-

When ho moved to Pocalcllo in 
IB30 It waa a step up, Dolgh says, 
but It meant more ol the same type 
of work becnuM he worked mostly 
with dry land farmers, although he 
did' do Mmb~work^wI[hnmgBllr- 

But there were a lot of probtsmi 
In the early 30*0 In Bannock county, 
Dalgh recalls, t>ecause fnrmers were 
hit by both Uie depression nnd 'a 
drought which lasted three years. 

At one time during. tl>e enrly SO'a. 
Dalgh relates, he spent U days Just 
organliln* a program so the form- 



of Bannock county could get 
small government loans to lee them 
ihroogh the worst of tht depression 
and drought. 

Then he spent considerable time 
buying cattle and sheep uoder a 
drougbt purchase procram. 

"We purchased nearly S.00O head 
of cattle and 3JXX) sheep and ship- 
ped th«n out." Dalgh notes, "It 
helped the farm era through the 
drouihl." 

But after the drought was over 
the lanm were Infes^ with squir- 
rels and rodent and Bannock coun- 
ty bought lOOjDOO pounds of poisoned 
grain to combat the squirrel), Dalgh 
was responsible lor handling the 
project and seeing that sit the grain 
was distributed. 

All of the depression-fighting ag- 
riculture programs which esme up 
were hondlrd usually by cqunty 
agents, Dilgh explains snd it be- 
came quite a big Job explaining the 
program to tht farmer committee- 
men plus hanilllni the routine or- 
gan isa lions 1 work. 

"And while I wu at focslello we 
began tesUng commercial tertlllien 
for farm use. We had to rup field 
trials and study the effect on crop 
yields, then give advice on use of 
fertlllier," he explains.

Dalgh arranged the program lo 
handle prisoners of war for farn^ 
labor and helped supervise the pris- 
on camp at Poul, 

lie explohu that the German 
POWa worked well on tlie larms 
but the Italians, who had been prit- 
oners of the English for four yelra 
before coming lo America, knew 
all of the WB}S of- getting out ol 

Besides the Germans and Italtani, 
there were Jamaicans nnd a few

To solve Uia madiln^ shortage 
Dalgh set up a commi&\Iy machin- 
ery auction In Huper.t, lie sayi thi 
larmers brought their old surplui 
usable mi chine ry to town every 
Saturday and It was sold to oLber 
lormcrs wlio needed it. 

The. Saturday machinery auction 
turned into one of UjjiJiifit^uccesi- 
ful In the stale anifalso thelBrgest, 
Dnlgli explains and. says almost nil 
of the oilier towns in Idaho started 
similar auctions, 

'But the Rupert auction got 
big It kept two auetloneers busy all 
day," ha-r«Int«i, 

Doigh prefers his Job in Twin 
Falls county to previous ones be- 
cause, he soys, the county has a bet- 
ter balance of liveslock and crap 
programs. In fact, he says he likes 
Twin Palls county mors thon 
county In the West. 

Since he hos been In Twin Falls 
county he has helped organise win- 
ter cattle Icedlot touri, which an 
the largest In the state, has worked 
with the director of the aheep mar- 
keting nssoclBtlon- to get better 
grades of marketable Iambs and im- 
prove quality of wool, and for aev- 
eral yean has been chairman of the 
junior fat slock sale committee 
which Is one of the largest in the 
nation.
